The-east coast of the island of 
Leyte was swept on April 18 bya 
destructive off-season typhoon, = * 

Fourteen towns were hit, and 
Toloaa and .Dulag sre reported to 
have deen virtually demolished, 
thousands being homeless: The 
number of deaths or injuries are 
not ascertainable. 

The .first reports reached 
Manila after forty-cight hours’ 
delay. Tho Governor of Leyte 
wired to Mr. Charles H. Forster, 
‘the director of the American Red 
Cross in Manila: : ; 

“Please secure immediate aid 
for a thousand homeleys people, 
espectally, food, clothing and 
building materials.” 

The typhoon was of small area, 
but of unusual intensity, surpria- 
ing the Weather Bureau au- 
thorities, as typhoons never occur 
at this time of the year in the 
direction of the Philippines. 

The Leyte Governor’s message 
describes the coconut trees in the 
devastated areas as standing like 
candles with the tops blown off. 
The crops have been completely 
destroyed, and many towns are 
flooded by heavy rain accompany- 
ing the storm. Many places have 
not reported, the wires being down 
and communications cut off. 

‘It is feared that the death ‘oll 
{a large. Reports will not be com- 
plete until about a week’s time. 

The Red Cross is. taking im- 
mediate action, organising provin- 
cial forces in Leyte and Samar, 
und arranging to send doctors, 
nurses and relief supplies by the

are equally, deplored by decent 
Chinese, and that such reasonable 
action as we may take to protect 
Ourselves is not resented by them, 
when: the heat of the moment ia 
past. Iama believer in the essen- 
‘tial decency and commonsense of 
the Chinese and their fairminded- 
ness when they learn the facts, 
and these come out sooner or later. 
Such at all events has been my 
experience. , 


Cannot be Ignored, 


If the majority of the educated 
and politically minded Chinese de- 
sire, or are made by propaganda 
and other means to feel that they 
desire, certain changes in the 
status of foreigners in this coun- 
try, that sentiment cannot be 
simply ignored because it is in- 
convenient to the foreigners‘ con- 
cerned, or because the latter con- 
sider the time not yet ripe. Based 
as it is on national pride and self- 
esteem, it is likely to increase 
rather than diminish with the 
passing of time and it will only 
be intensified by opposition. 

It can perhaps be resisted, for a 
while and in certain places, by 
force but as you well know force 
ig an expensive and double-edged 
weapon and can in the long run be 
as harmful to the user as to those 
on whom it is used. And in any 
case ity upplication is liable to 
cause a feeling of intense resent- 
ment which results in the disloca- 
tion of trade and the bringing 
about of that very state of affairs 
which it is our aim to avoid. 


Use for Force. 


Of course, in our case, the force 
is there and in extreme necessity it}" 
can and has been used, but it is 
better, if possible, to employ the 
more intelligent and stateamantike 
method of foreseeing the direction 
a strong national movement is 
taking and adjusting our relations 
towards it gradually, so that the 
inevitable transition period causes 
the least dislocation possible. That 
is what we are doing in other parts 
of the world and What we shall 
try to do here. 

T would only repeat that in this 
as in other matters the authorities 
concerned have to take ‘into con- 
sideration not only the state of 
feeling in this country and the 
strength of that national senti- 
ment to which I referred, but also 
the conditions and the popular 
attitude at home and throughout 
tho civilized world toward such 
questions, and to do thelr best to
